Claims 11-13 and 21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 

Price. 

The term "spa" sets forth no structure not shown here. Fig 1 shows the bottom 14 and 
side 31 with a support member 45 Integrally molded" due to the pouring of concrete. 
Re: claims 12-13, the rim is seen at 51 which 8 is integrally moulded with 47 and the 
side wall 31. Re: claim 25, the concrete nature of the bottom and side meets this claim. 

Claims 14-20 and 22 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 1-10 and 23-46 stand withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected inventions, there being no allowable 
generic or linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement 
in the reply filed on 12/6/05. 

The traverse is noted, but is not convincing. Reasons were given for the independence 
of the various groups and no rebuttal of the reasons is found. The reasons given in lines 
13-15 of page 2 of the response are not understood. Clarification is required for further 
consideration. This requirement is made final.
